Ail th^ lieads of the otiier brotherhoodd 
on the C.P.R. are on the way to INIon- 
treal to confer with tlie cliief of tlie 
Order of liaiiway TelcLnapliL'r.s. Butli 
tlie railway and the Htrilier.s are i;onli(leiit 
of ultiniiite victory. To-day's train was 
12 hours late. 

A cfdiiuiittee of train men waited upon 
Sniiorintemlent Abbott this moniinii;. 
Tlie iliirereiit brotherliootls of the U.l^.U. 
in tide ffly met last niglit and decided 
to wire Mr. Maxwell, M.l'., to ask the 
povCHJ-fuent to legislate at once to pre- 
venfidiena comino; into British Colum- 
bia ftiKl taking tlie ])ositions vacated Ijy 
the d,'.Aiuiiaii telegraphers.

\Viyi,i!'Kc>, Oct. Wliile the coin- 
jjany ;-i:etn to be moving trafiic a little 
Uiore jfeely yesterday and to-day, little 
can bt got from tbein na to their hopes 
and p; iispecta. It is now an open secret 
that a| a joint meeting last night of con- 
ductcri', engineers, firemen, trainmen 
aud oiierators it was decided that the 
cliairnian of eacti order proceed to Mon- 
treal aiid consult with tne lieads of the 
railway. 

The situation remains practically the 
same as yesterday. The strikers seem- 
ingly remain firm, while the railroad of- 
ficials are doing all in their power to re- 
store the train service, and both sides, 
as far aB outward appearances go, are 
confident of the ultimate result. The 
Free Press intimated two days ago that 
the trainmen had decided to intercede 
with a view of ell'ecting a reconciliation, 
and siViseiiuent results have jiroved that 
the pnblictitiun of the statement was 
warranted. 

In at'cordaiice with instructions from 
representative trainmen now in Mont- 
real Mr. Ash Kennedy ot the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, Mr. 
I'ike, of the KailwayConductgrs and Mr. 
Sawyer, of the Kailway Firemen, have 
been delegated to proceed at once to 
Montreal to join in a conference theie. 
It is understood that if the " sunny 
ways of peace " do not prevail they will 
subject themselves to tne judgment of 
tliejr grand officers. It is felt by some 
here that before the Winnipeg delegates 
can get to Montreal their presence there 
will be unnecessary. 

The train service on the Western divi- 
.siim is lieing increased slightly. Six 
ireighl trains have been sent West since 
I'J ()'cl(u:k last night. A freight also 
started tiir Deloraine, another for Na- 
piukii, and others leave fur the game 
jjoints lo-nigiit, A stock train left for 
the I'^ast this afternoon and will be given 
quick despatch to Montreal. The At- 
lantic express is late and will not reach 
here until half-past four. The Pacitic 
express ia reported to be four hours late, 

A rejjort was circulated to-day that a 
fatal collision occurred east of St. Ignace 
last night. On inquiry being made it 
was ascertained that the story was false. 

MoN'TREAL, Oct. 3.— (Special) — Noth- 
imr new ia reported in the strike. Both 
hides are maintaining their re- 
spective attitudes, wliile the 
company is running more trains. 

Graiui Chief Powell, who has reached 
here from Peoria, Ills., baa sized up the 
Biluation, and tleclares that the strikers 
will win the struggle. He liases his 
statement on the paralysis of freight 
operations especially in the West. If 
the strikers remain firm he says the 
company must surrender. On the other 
hanti tiie declarations of the railway 
ofHcialsare that " no surrender " is the 
motto adopted. The strike managers 
promise that next week will show some 
sensational features in the situation that 
will add strength to their position. 

ToKoNTo, Oct. ;>.— (Special) — Ivlr. Has- 
sai'd, chief of the Order of Kaihvay Con- 
ductors, was interviewed at Union 
station, Toronto, last night, as to the re- 
sult of the conference which the com- 
mittee representing the conductors, 
trainmen, engineers and firemen had 
with Mr. Leonard yesterday. Ho stated 
that the conference wns a decidedly 
pleasant one, and it would appear that 
the only question in dispute between 
the operators and the company is 
whether or not the committee represent- 
ing the former were to be allowed to 
take their alleged grievances to the man- 
agement at Montreal direct without first 
tryingto settle with the divisional ofTicera, 
His committee reported to the meeting 
at Toronto Junction yesterday afternoon 
the result ol their interview with the 
general superintendent, and lie had no 
doubt whatever but \vhat the trouble 
would soon be settled, by the men ac- 
cepting the oiler of the company, and, in 
fact, he knew some of the men had al- 
ready returned to work. He concluded 
his remarks by saying : " We 8ym])ath- 
izo with the men who arc in this trouble, 
but as the action taken by the commit- 
tee in Montreal was not a proper one, 
they are in the wrong, and of course that 
settles it." 



STRAINED BBIiATION^ 

Serious'complications Betweeii,.Brltish and 
German Offlcials at Zanzibar! 

Zanzibak, Oct. 3. — * An incident of 
much political imppi'tance oeourred here 
yesterday, resulting in decidedly strain- 
ed relations between Biatish and Ger- 
man oflicij'.ls ashore which may lead to 
international complications ot a serious 
nature. After the bombardment of the 
palace of Zanzibar by the British gun- 
boats Sparrow, Thrush and Kaccoon, 
Seyid Khalid, who had proclaimed him- 
self Saltan on August '-'5, after the sud- 
den death of Seyid Hainid Bid Tliwain 
Said, sought refute at the Uerinan ciiii- 
aulate. A demand was made Dy the 
British authorities for his surrender, hut 
the Oerman consul, acting under in- 
structions from the governor, refuseil to 
place the fugitive in the hands of the 
iiritish. This caused considerable irri- 
tatioiiand diplomatiiM'orrespijndence be- 
tween Gumiany and lireat liriliiin. 

The situation took a new '.'d.i; to-day. 
An unusually high tide prevailed, aiid 
while it was toucliing the wall of the 
Oerinan consulate, Khalid was placed 
under the escort of armed Gernian sailors 
oil board the (iermaii cruiser .Sea Adler 
for conveyance, it ia believed, to one of 
the German colonies. Mr. Caye, the 
British consul here in charge of the 
British agency, in the absence of A. 11. 
Hardinge, the Britiah.'agent and consul 
general, who has beeii to Fnuhind to 
consult the home Kovernment regarding 
the administration of Zanzibar, was not 
notified of the removal of Ivlialid to the 
German warship until after the usurper 
was safely on lioard. 

As soon as he became aware of the ac- 
tion of the German authorities the Brit- 
ish consul lodged a vigorous jji-otest at 
the Gernian consulate against the em- 
barkation of Khalid, and especially 
pointed out that the condition of his 
surrender to the British authorities was 
still under discussion by the govern- 
ments of Great Britain and Germany. 
Later Cave cabled a report of the cir- 
cumBtaoces to his government, and is 
now awaiting instructions. Viewed in 
the most conservative light the incident 
is regarded as being an act of studied 
discourtesy njion tiie )iartof the German 
rejiresentatives towards the representa- 
tives of Great Britain.

— A Rotterdam dis- 
patch says Kearney and Haines, two 
of the Irish suspects have been 
conducted across the Dutch frontier. 

The failure of the Scotland Yard men to 
secure the extradition of Tynan made 
their arrests of no importance.

The general uprising of tlie Vi'"aliehs, 
the powerful and warlike tribe of Ger- 
man East Africa who have been incited 
by Arabs, ia causing anxiety in Berlin. 

A coiivei.'tion of representatives of the 
Prussian cities of over 5,000 inhabitants 
has been held iu Berlin to formulate 
opposition to the growing tendency of 
the Prussian government in favor of 
Agrarian interests at the expense of the 
cities. 4 

The newspapers continue to publish 
numbers of suggestions for celebrating 
in June next the comjdetion of 60 years 
of the (Jueen's reign. The latest urge a 
special review of the colonial and other 
forces in Hyde Park. The scheme will 
be presented to the secretary of state for 
the colonies, Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, 
as soon aa lie arrives, and it is stated 
that the Prince of Wales is a keen sup- 
porter of the idea. 

EXPLOSION AT BULUWAYO. 

A Large Powder Magazine Caixses Many 
Beatbs and Does Immense 
Damage. 

BubuwAYO, Oct. 3. — A second explo- 
sion has occurred here, a large powder 
magazine being destroyed. Five white 
persons were killed and many seriously 
injured. Scores of Kaffirs camping in 
this vicinity were crushed to death by 
the huge flying fragments of rock. Others 
had their limbs torn olL Many houses 
were wrecked and tho streets were liter- 
ally filled with rocks and debris. The 
jail and the market hall have been con- 
verted into hospitals.

Xnergetic Efforts to Raise and Remove Her 
Froin^Hcr-Fresent Dangerous. 
' ' ' Position. ■ 

Pout Tcwnsend, Oct. S. — Capt. Good- 
'all, of San Francisco, Capt. Hunter and 
a i.orce of assistants are working like 
beavers to get everything in reatlinefs 
for a griu.'id eflbrt to raise the Umatilla 
and take her around the point, and if 
necessary buiich her in the bight be- 
tween Points \WilBon and Hudson. 
There she . would, « be amply protected 
from the " ravages of a ' west- 
ern storm ' comiljg 'up the straits. 
With the cargo out v and powerful 
])nmns to exhaust the water from the 
fore and aft compartments, and two 
other pumps to clear the fire rooiu, which 
is away down in the lower hold, it is 
firmly believed that the steamer will 
come oil" the beach without much ilii;;- 
culty, and it may he i)os.siblo, too, to 
take her to the drydock. In any event, 
the point now is to get her away from 
her jjresent dangerous position, if work 
and perseverance can accomplish any- 
thing, the Umatilla will he away from 
her present location within forty-eight 
hours.

DISSATISFIED NICARAGUAKS. 

Plans to Capture the Barracks and Over- 
throw the Government — Arrests 
Made, 

Manauua, Oct. 3. — ^A few nights ago 
several suspects were arrested on the 
charge of making preparations to bring 

about an uprising against the goveru- 
ment. Tho men arrested, however, are 
not persona of inlluence, in fact some of 
them are suspected of being spies of the 
government and they will possibly be 
released on making accusations against 
native Nicaraguans of wealth, so as to 
furnish the authorities with an excuse 
for imposing heavy lines upon them.. In 
spite of this, however, there is no doubt 
that there exists a strong feeling of op- 
position in certain quarters to the gov- 
ernmentof President Zelaya, and further 
trouble is apprehended. 

The President's enemies are believed 
to have planned to capture the military 
barracks and magazines and to over- 
throw the government. It was further 
reported tliat General Antonio Lara, 
who lought against President Zelaya in 
tlie recent revolution, and who has'been 
imj)riaoned here ever since, has declared 
that he overheard incriminating conver- 
sations between some of the recently im- 
prisoned suspects. 

Two members of the national consti- 
tution amending assembly had a light 
this morning outside the assembly hall. 
After a short wordy dispute General 
Aurelius knocked clown Assen^blynian 
Senor_Baraby Jfajea. This recalls the 
fact^ that a few days ago Mr. Antonio 
Hayana, a European bank agent of the 
London Bank of Central America and 
consul of the Argentine Republic here, 
got into a fight with Senor Vivas, "Fray 
■Joseph," a spirited young writer living 
in Managua. Both were arrested but 
sequontly released by the chief of police.

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WOMEN'S ABMENIAN RELIEF. 

• .^o::^mtB EiHTOR :— Wo have i recently 
xeceived news f i om Dr. G. 0. Raynolds 
.«B}i6 ibiiB'progreBB of the industrial relief 
•work at Van. This gentleman — who 
so faithfully served the Woatmin- 
ster fund iit Sassouii, and line been for 
some time a valued colleague of Dr. 
Grace Jvi III ball — ia now in cliar(j;oof the 
moTcmjnt, ay, in confCiuence of the re- 
fusal of the Turkish Koverumeut to allow 
iliBH Kimball to practise in Turkey, Blie 
has accepted a medical appointment in 
America, Tlie experience of the paat 
lifteen montlia haw aiigi^estcd variouH ini- 
provenientH , in the management of the 
work, whereby time, labor and money 
will be Bavetl, and Dr. Raynolds feels 
able under these circumstances — whilst 
deploring the necessity whioli removes 
Miea Kimball from the scene of her 
arduous aud successful labors — to under- 
take the Buperluteudenue of the move- 
ment. 

Owing to the suspicion with which the 
government lias regarded the relief 
work, the English consul recommended 
that a joint commission of Christians 

and Moslems be formed, tliese to rejiort 
needy ca«es lo;-lhe iiianageuient, who, aa 
far aa fiuula permit, will^ relieve them ; 
the English consul to audit the accounts. 
Mies Kiudiall believes that thia plan will 
in the iiiain work well. For some time 
the industrial relief was interrupted — 
first, lieoanso mate rial could not be se- 
cured, and more recently, becauae the 
maasacro made it essential to use all 
available funds and streuuth to keep 
alive the destitute thonsaiuls thrown on 
the care of the missionaries. 

Besides llie distribution of aid to tiie 
villagers who crowded the town, there 
were three free bakeries, and one aellint; 
bread at one- fifth below regular price, 
lor those able to pay a little towards 
their subsistence. The time came, how- 
ever, when — most of the village contin- 
gent having been sent back to their 
hoires — it was necessary to consider 
what was to be done for the widows and 
orphans and those atrijiped of all means 
of livelihood. It was thought well, 
therefore, by Dr. liayuokls and Major 
Williams, 11. M. vice-consul, to resume 
the work, coiilining it for a time to the 
spinniiij.' and weaving of cotton. In this 
way it became possible to diminish the 
issue of free rations and to enable the 
mass who must receive hein to do so in a 
way not likely to injure their self- 
respect. 

Dr. Raynolds, whose letter ia dated 
August Ili, tiiua writes : " Two hundred 
liraa' (equal to X180) worth of cotton 
has been laid in, and I yesterday began 
the work of giving it out to women to 
spin, and am glad to say that they seem 
to appreciate thia change, and to prefer 
this method of help to that of receiving 
free bread." 

•• Our c(jinmittee feel strongly that for 
those who must at least for awhile re- 
main under the (niia) rule oi the Turk — 
the form oireliel in Van is the beat that 
can be given them — both morally and 
materially, and they beg for its con- 
tinued support from thoae who have 
in the jiast been the mainstay of 
the movement. At the same time they 
■realize that no confidence is to be placed 
in the present quieter condition of af- 
fairs. The villagers who have been 
obliged to return from the city to their 
mined and ilesolate homes are aa liable 
as ever to the assaults uf the ICurds — to 
the cruel orders from Gonatantinople. 
There is no security for their lives and 
property anywhere in the unliappy land. 
Until stepa can be taken to remove them 
the people must live and be cared for, 
but in the name of humanity, in the 
name of the family love and security and 
conlidence which go to make the holy 
and happy homes of KnglatiJ, ht 
ns put our shoulders to the 
wheel, and make our most stren- 
uous eiiile Ivors to transplant the-e 
sorely irud fellow creatures of ours, to 
a happier aim moi e i-ongenial environ- 
ment, where they i-an livLMiut their lives 
in peace, and see cheir suns and daugh- 
ters gJow to uianhooii and womanhood 
around them, without fear of the mur- 
der, torture and imprisonment of the 
one or the unspeakable ilishonor of the 
other. 

Mrs. Madeleine Cole of 3, Trebovir 
Road, Earls' Court, S.W., is the treas- 
urer of the Women's Armenian relief 
fund, and will thankfully receive dona- 
tions toward the support of the relief 
work at Van. Mr. Edmund Wrig' 
Brooks, of () Upper Thames street, 
London, 15.0., is the treasurer 
of the rescue fund, and 
■will bo eciually glad of donations, but fur 
obvious reasons, lor which weshallhave 
the sympatliv "! the dhscernihg ))uhlic, 
it ia impiis-ihlc to speak more explicitly 
of the ohjects of this fund. I will how- 
ever gla<lly forward a cop}' of Mr. How- 
ard's book, " Horrors of Armenia," and 
give all the iufoi iiiation I can to anyone 
desirous of understanding the (piostioii 
aud of assisting us in the developmentof 
the movement.

The 97th section of the British North 
America Act alluded to in tbo above 
resbliition read^: 

I'litil the laws relative to property, 
and civil ri|j;hts in Ontario, Nova Scotia 
and New Brunawiuk, and the jiroceduro 
of the Courts in those Provinces, are 
made uniform the Judges of the Courts 
of those Provinces appointed by the 
Governor-l-ioneral shall be selected from 
the respective Bars of those Provinces. 

Section 10 of the Terms of Union, 
which the Victoria Bar Association re- 
gards as applicable to the matter of the 
appointment of Judgea for British Col- 
umbia, is as follows: 

The i)rovision8 of the British North 
America Act, ISliT, shall (except those 
parts thereof which are in terms made, 
or by reasonable intendment may be 
held "to be specially applicable to and 
only allect one and not the whohi of the 
Provinces now coiiTjjrisin^ the noniiiiion 
and except so far aa the saiiu> may be 
varied by this minute) be applicable to 
Britiali Columbia, m the same way and 
to the like extent as ti;ey ajiply to the 
other Provinces of the Dominion, and as 
if the colony of British Columbia had 
been one of the Provinces origina 
united by tlie said Act. 



THE JVDGESEIP. 

British Columbians, of both parties, 
have been very disagreably surprised to 
heat that Mr. Joseph Martin, of Winni- 
peg, had been oETered a judgeship in 
British Oolumbia. There can be no 
doubt that the offer was made by the 
Dominion Government and declined by 
Mr, Martin. When tlie Government 
made the otler its members must have 
known that the appointment would bo 
moat displeasing to the peoule of this 
Province of both parties. Mr. Martin ia 
not the kind of man that they wish to 
see on the Bencli. Neither Mr. Mar- 
tin's standing as a lawyer nor his repu- 
tation as a citizen, in their opinion, war- 
rants his beinj; placed in the position of 
judge. If the Government considered it 
desirable to send a judge from one of 
the other provinces to British Colum- 
bia, they should hare at least chosen 
a tnan who had made his mark as a law- 
yer either on the Bench or at the Bar— 
a man who '.vouli^ be i-ertain to maintain 
the reputation and the di;;nily of the 
jiuliciary of the Province; but to oli'er 
such a person as Mr. Joseph Martin a 
seat on the judicial Bench of British 
Columbia was neither more nor less than 
an insult tc its inhabitants, professional 
and unprofessional. 

There are many lawyers now practising 
iu this province who from every jjointof 
view vfiiuld make a better judge than 
Ml . Joseph Martin. Why then did the 
{.iovernnient do their utmost to foLst 
such a man as be on the province? If 
they desired to pay Mr. Martin for his 
political services they suicly could have 
found some better, some more decent 
way of eonipeiisati iig him than by 
piviii}; him ii s^cat (lU the JJench of 
a province in wliich lie is neither 
liked nor respected. It is surely 
nob an article of the new political creed 
of the Liberal party that judgeships are 
to be the reward of i)olitical services. 
We may remark here, too, that it was 
very cool of Mr. Martin ami very charac- 
teristic of the man, when bo declined the 
Government's 'verv extnioid iiiai-y offer, 
to recommend ii politician of pretty 
much the same standing as himself for 
the position. 

Besides, there is a very strong reason 
why the Government should not for a 
moment entertain the propusal to ap- 
point Mr. Martin or any other lawyer 
who is not a member ol the Bar of the 
Province to a aeat on its Bench. .Such 
an appoiiuuent, we have good reason for 
believing, would be unconstitutional. 
This we nnderstand was the opinion of 
Sir John Tlionipaon when a short time 
before he died he had occnaion to look 
into the subject; and Huch ia the oi)in- 
ion of the Bar Association of this city as 
appears by the following resolution 
passed by that body at a late meetini;: 

Whereas it has been rumored that 
there ia a posaibility that the vacant 
office of Puisne Judge of the .Supreme 
Court of British Columbia may be filled 
by the appointment of a barrister not a 
member of the Bar of JJritisli Columbia, 
contrary to the j)riictice wiiich has pre- 
vailed with rcapect to such appointments 
for a [leriod of over twenty years : Be 
it therefore resolved by the Bar Associa- 
tion of the City of V'ictoria that any de- 
parture from the said practice would be 
detrimental to the best interests of the 
public as well as of the profession in 
British Columbia. Be it further re- 
solved that in the opinion of the asso- 
ciation this Province should be regarded 
as within the benefit of the provisions of 
sectiou 97 of the British North America 
Act taken together^ ''Vith ' seotiou 10 of 
the Terms of Union with respect to such 
appointments. And be it further re- 
solved that this association do respect- 
fully protest against the appointment of 
' any person not now a member of the 
Bar of British Oolumbia in active prac- 



ar-sreing or more provident. 
Whether there are three "Tor

Wliat the citizens f^n'^ want 
badly is reform in the methodfe^ k^' which 
the city 'sallairsare managed. Tii.?)' ""'^"'' 
less blunderinKandless waste. Mr. Mu'''"" 
chant's proposition will pot make matters 
better in these respects, and carrying it 
into effect may and perhaps will make 
them worse. Will changing the boun- 
daries of the wards give the people of 
Victoria commuuication with Victoria 
West and Esquimau? Will it give tbem 
purer and sweeter water? Will it re- 
move that standing nuisance, the cab 
stand on Government street? Will 
it make the streets smoother and 
cleaner? It will ell'oct none of these 
reforms, but it may make it easier 
for Alderman Jhvrcliant and Alder- 
man McMillan and their like to get 
elected. If it is to have this result and 
no other, the less that the Council has 
to do with it and the longer its cotisid- 
eratioii is put off the better. At any rate, 
let the citizens know what the men who 
It will be seen from the above that i( j favor the change woukl be at. Let the 

scheme of re-distribution be placed be- 
fore the citizens in an understandable 
form. Let Mr. Marchant educate the 
citizens up or down to his ideas. Let 
him not steal a march upon them and 
get them unawares into a situation 
which they will regard as most un- 
jileasant and wliich they would long to 
get out of when they once realized where 
they were. The very best thing that 
the Council can do with this new gerry- 
mandering scheme is to put it ofT and 
wait until the majority of the citizens 
know something about it before they 
attempt to go on with it.

The Hon. Mr. Laurier is acting on the 
principle of the Grit corresiiondent of 
the tiuebec coal contractor in his deal- 
ings with the public men of Manitoba. 
" Business is business " is his and their 
motto. For every qtiid that he gets he 
is prepared to give a 9110. This is how 
the Mail and Emi)ire puts it : 

A more glaring exami)]e, a more direct 
iiulucement to do wrong, is furnislied in 
the ca^o of the Interior portfolio held 
out to iMr. Sitton, allusion to which was 
made in Parliament on Wednesday. Mr 
Sifton and Mr. Martin have uttered strong 
opinions on the Manitoba school ([ues- 
tion. According to both politicians the 
law, as it as present stands, is absolute- 
ly unassailable. It is constitutional and 
just. Mr. Laurier has secured a major- 
ity in Quebec on the distinct pledge that 
he will amend, or alter, or destroy it. 
In his work he wants the assistance of 
iMesprs. Sifton and .Martin. These pioli- 
ticiaiisareto eat their words. They are 
to say that what they alleged jiriorto the 
last campaign was untrue anil unwar- 
ranted. On the "business is busi- 
iiesH " ;)rinciple they decline to act for 
iiotliing. In fact, it is admitted that 
they must he corrupted. The Interior 
|)ortfolio is held .before Mr. Siftun as 
ids bribe. He is to help the passage of 
legislation in ISIanitoba, or to be silent if 
legislation ia proposed at Ottawa, 
the price of the portfolio and the ac- 
companying salary. Mr. Sifton cannot 
collect yet. He has to wait until Jlr. 
Martin, wlio might possibly make a dis- 
turbance if he were not considered, is 
S(iuared. The Winnipeg Tribune, whose 
editor is a Liberal member of 
Parliament, telegraphs to his jia- 
pcr the joyful intelligence that IMr. 
Marl in has received an oiler. 
" Laurier told him he could not lake 
him in as Minister of the Interior owing 
to certain contingencies." The neces- 
sity of buying .Mr. Sifton evidentli' 
••itandB in the way. But " it is under- 
stood that Laurier (.)ircred him a judge- 
ahi|) with a good salary attached."

Besides, it may occur to 
many of the citizens that the Council 
has not been so successful in the work of 
administration that it ia warranted in 
directing its attention to constitution 
mending. It will be very easy to make 
serious mistakes, mistakes that cannot 
be readily repaired, in rearranging the 
wards. If the work ia not deliberately 
and carefully done grave injustice may 
be, perhaps uuintentiomiUy, inllictedon 
many citizens. There are very few 
indeed who are in a position to 
clearly understand the nature and e.'ctent 
of the changes proposed to be made, 
much lees to foresee the results that 
tlioee changes are likely to bring about. 
Por auglit that the majority of th e citi- 
zens may know to the contrary the re- 
arrangement may be a gerrymander 
made with the intention of giving some 
of our astute civic politicians more 
power than they are justly entitled to. 
Such ohanges as those which Mr. Mar- 
chant proposes are very seldom made 
with a single eye to the welfare of the 
citizens as a whole. Some politician or 
some faction may have an end to serve, 
or an axe to grind, and may take this 
way to accomplish their purpose. , 

It is quite certain that the redistribu- 
tion will not give us better city govern- 
ment, will not make the aldermen more 
practical than they are, more 

spirited, more intelligent, more meinhTsomco."

Mr. Kl worthy, the 
industrious and painstaking Secretary, 
deserves great credit for having collected 
so much information respecting the Pro- 
vince and put it in such an attractive 
form. We are pleased to learn that a 
large edition of the Report has been 
jiri^ted, and that a considerable number 
of cojiies is to be sent for distribution 
al)road.

Having finished their season's duty of 
liatrollimr Reining sea II.M.S.'s Icarus 
and Sati'Ilite rerurned to l'',s(|uimalt yes 
terday morning within a sliort time of 
each other. The Satellite left Ouna 
laska on September 21, and the Teams 
the following day, the. Icarus taking a 
course a little further south than the 
Satellite. II. M.S. Plieasant, the third 
of the British [latrol, is looked for any 
moment, as on Sejitember 12 she left 
Ounalaska for Sitka and was to leave 
there for home Boon afterwards. The 
Pear is now the only vessel of the U. S. 
patrol left in the sea, the Corwin, Perry 
md Wolcott having left about 
the game time as the Satellite. 
Both the Satellite and learns 
met with stormy, unpleasant weather 
on their homeward trip. The season in 
Beliring sea was very unfavorable to 
sealing, owing to storms, and this ac- 
counts for the small catches made by 
the schooners. The Icarus had several 
unpleasant experiences with her small 
boats, owing to rough weather, one be- 
ing broken against the ship's side when 
the crew were trying to board. Capt. 
Allen of the Satellite corroborates the 
story already publislied in the Colonmst 
of the unfortunate accident in Dutch 
harbor, wlieii First Lieutenant Ileyman 
and bIx others lost their lives. The 
c immunder of tlu^ Satellite expressed 
sincere regret for tlie loss of Lieut, iley- 
man, of wlioni be thought very highly, 
both as a man and as a most efficient 
otHcer. Of all who were lost Seaman 
Blake's body was the only one found, 
j although a thorough search was made 
for the others. It seems that it is 
! of very rare occurrence to recover the 
I body of a [lerson drowned in Dutch liar- 
I l>or. Many accidents have happened 
, there, but in only one or tw.i instances 
have the bodies of the victims been ob- 
tained. Neither of the warships brought 
returns of tbe sealing catch, but the 
Satellite reports that quite a number of 
sealers were at anchor at Ounalaska 
when she sailed, the list being, as far as 
the ofliiHU'S could remenibei ; Arietas, 
Dorid, Ada, Mary Ellen, Labrador, C;.

Tlie sealing schooners Agnes Macdon- 
ald and Vera wera the most important 
deep sea arrivals of yesterdsfy, both liav- 
ini: come in in the early morning from 
Behring sea. The chief incident of tlie 
Macdonald's trip was tlie capsizing of 
one of the boats on May 11 last and the 
drowning of the hunters — Aubrey Jones 
and Arthur Matthews. The' schooner 
brought home a total of 827 skins, in- 
cluding 545 taken on the Jppanese side, 
and reports the Behring sea seals plen- 
tiful but too wild for spear work to be 
efl'ectual. The Vera has 277 skins for 
the sea and brought home a canoe and 
two hunters of the I'lorence I\I. Smith 
that she had picked up lost from their 
vessel in a fog. Both schooners com- 
plain bitterly of the loss and inconveni- 
ence to which they were subjected by 
the frequent overhauling pf their 
catches by the officers oi the U. S. 
patrol.

The elder one is an 
Icelandic giant, reared on the rugged 
coast of the northern seas ; the younger, 
born in the tropics, has all the fire of 
the ijatin race. They are a veritable 
Valentine and Or.son. The Viking ships 
cross the seas, the brothers migrate, 
and, terrible to say, fall in love with the 
s.uiie woman, and it is not until alllic- 
tioii and exile find them toiling in the 
dread sulphur mine that they meet. 
Tlicre the younger is, by order of the 
Dictator, condemned to a fearful ))un- 
ishment— crucifixion by the hand. The 
(uueliy touches the heart of the barbaric 
Northman, and hu succors the man he 
has sworn to kill. Recognition follows, 
and they are chained together. Later 
the tribunal of Althing assembles at the 
historical Mount of Laws under the Mid- 
niglit Sun. The complaints of the peo- 
ple are heard by the priests and judges ; 
out ihe laws which deal mercy to the 
native are not competent to help the 
alien. The Dictator demands a life, and 
the elder brother sacriflces himself for 
Ilia kinsman. Aside from the story, of 
\vliich this is a weak scenario, it will be 
seen that the charaeteru are mostly types 
of a race of ))eople we know little of ex- 
cept by tradition, a race somi-barbari(!, 
stalwart and j>icturee<iue.

"I have heard somewhere, dear moth- 
er, that there are seven heavens, and in 
the seventh everything Is on a better 
Ecole — tho aa_gels are more lovely, the 
harps are prettier, there are finer man- 
flionn than in any of tho other heavens. 
Well, yon may bo sure thou that if there 
is any .iusliee bes-iind the f;rave, the 
Haleswtanan wlio tries to do her duty is 
sure ef that glorious seventh and no 
other'.' 

This may Ijo taken tis tho text of 
what I have to say on tho .subject. No 
omployment demands .so much of wom- 
on and gives .such smull returns. 

In tho first place iv- saleswoman must 
have at least a common school eduea- 
"liou, she most write a good, legii)le 
hand, .md understand arithmetic beyond 
fva'-tioiis. Her ajipearaneii is of great 
iuiiHirtanii'. The j-ounger siie is and the 
prettier she is the better, and a chic Wiiy 
of wearing her cheap cloth&s, which 
must be fashioinibly made, is an almost 
imprrative neeessity. 

iii r lioius arc long, frenn 8 to 
o'clock, with half an hour for luneh in 
the middle of tho day, but instead of 
ten hours they may bo rcgiirded as i!0 
from tho terribl(! fatigue wliic'h is 
<-r(i\vdcd into tlieir dreary length, the 
result of having to stand almost in one 
.spot the entire time. 

Any woman who has endeavored to 
.stand for three hours to see some famous 
play or listen to a great sermon and 
knows what oxhanstion follows can 
form a vag\ic idea of the strain whicli 
perpetual siainlnig has xi\)m\ the fomi- 
niuo organism. Incurable lualadios are 
conmion frfim this, weakened spines, 
inthuned veins. 

Jn t, the salesv.'oman who does not 
marry earl.v is insuring for her old agt! 
a terrible and complete network of mal- 
adies, sad to speculate upon. 

When she " arrives at her po.st at 8 
o'clock, she tuTangos her stock, lifting 
down h"avy Ijo.v.'S, dusting and putting 
prices on the various articles. Liy !) (uis- 
tomers begin to aiTive, and in another 
liour tlie aislesof every popular shop an,' 
tilled with alert women, rustling ii(>r(^ 
and there in silk lined skirts, pricing, 
matching saini)les, not knowing just 
what tlc y want, asking ivn (luestic.'S 
when ' lie would do, in a hurry to catch 
trains, impatient, nervous and utterly 
selfishly thoughtlcs.s. Of course here, as 
m-crywhero, exceptions to these dcscrip- 
tions will 1)1' found, but they" count for 
little in tlie great throng which forms 
the soul harrowiug rule governing the 
saleswoman's business life. 

By the time afternoon comes she is 
feverish, her foot burning, her logs iich- 
ing, her brain dazed by the rush besieg- 
ing her on every side. She has to keep 
a suave self control notwithstanding or 
risk being reported to a floorwiilkcr. 
.^!ie lias to answer idl tho questions 
pouring in upon hi'r, and yet wait only 
upon one at a time, in order to avoid 
mistakes in packages tuid change. 

It would seem as if ^^•onlen who shop 
might be more cousidorato of the sister 
women who stand behind tho counter 
and never enter a shop after C :80 except 
when iniiM-rative necessity urges. This 
half hour will not be s]ient in idling by 
the saleswomen — instead it will give 
them anoppprtnuity torolland,f9l,d the 
materials h'japed arid twistecl on tho 
counters aft(ir the day's battle and con- 
fusion, for no saleswoman can consider 
her work done until tho goods which 
.are her espeioial carp are .neatly placed 
iu' the' boxes or'aielves 'wliero they be- 
long. '

The ver.v tact" that a saleswoman must 
have a fair ednei'.rion I.' iiis in one S(>iise 
to mako hcruiUiappy. h'dacationis just 
so much light into the soal. Placed as 
she is to servo tlioso who are rich or 
better o'V tlian ]'er:-( If and moiisure out 
dainty trifles, .-ipprv-eiated by her wom- 
anly taste for lincr.v, .'■he ha.s constantly 
to combat her u;-cless desires fe-r luxury 
bo^'oiid lior. 

I found tl'.at sau'swonieu's salaries 
avora;,-;! tJS jier week, as many get as 
uaich as tilj and a great numb'rof tho 
youngest girls at the l(>ast important 
eounn-rs as low as Out of this they 
must save enough (o live on when vaca- 
tion time comes, for, like most workers 
under tho capitalist systcju, the salcs- 
wonian is given an enforced rest of two 
or three weeks during the summer — at 
her own expen.so. In many sad cases 
this resting means going hungry. If she 
is fortunate enough to live at homo with 
pareiit.s, paying a little to tliom for her 
board and clothing herself, this inter- 
val is gladly seized, even though il 
mean a p(>euniar.v loss, but tho poor girl 
aloiu! in a cit.y who boards with stran- 
gers faces the idea of her vacation with 
a sort of horror. 

One thing there is in the saleswoman's 
favor, which frequently becomes her 
salvation — from the veiy circumstances 
of her life she becomes attractive, even 
if she is not absolutely pretty by nature. 
Contact with so many minds makes her 
bright. .She fretpiently assimilates the 
easy manners of the well bred woiueii 
she serves, cop3'iug their gowns and ha' s 
as far as possible in low priced fabrics. 
I found that saleswomen patronize the 
iniblic libraries and road good novel..;, 
biography and books of trav(d. 

These things mako her a bright ai.d 
engaging companion, and as a rule she 
marries before she has sunk into a 
drudge some man in her own walk of 
life, and very often a rich man who is 
able to provide her with the pretty, ele- 
gant trifl"S she has so often and W(>arily 
tl"iu.sf(!rri'd to women she bitterly envied.' 

Viewed in the veiy rosiest light, the 
life of a salesAVoman is a bard one, 
When humanity demiuids a seat for her 

rest upon now and then during th.e 
day, oni^ of tlu^ most eniphatic evils will 
be mitigated. But wbeu will this be'r 
Tho revolt has been in tho air for years, 
with no appreciable result. 

I agree with tho little English girl. 
Tlie saleswoman who stands r.ll day in 
a big, crowded shop deserves by and by 
a special little heaven all her own where 
uo one will ask her (luestions.

There 
was some close in-riding on the turn, 
and WoHl' claimeel a loul liy Penwill, 
thougti he did not push the protest and 
the race ai^cordingly went to the White 
Flyer. Christoj)lier and Kusaell gave 
good accounts of themselves in the 
handicps, in wliicli they were tlie 
limit men, and in which they 
were also the place winners, flnisbiiig 
the mile in 2:22 (about a 2:38 clip fertile 
full distance), while the scratch man, 
Wolff, came home fourth in 2 ;'2i fiat. 

Through overwillingiiess to help out 
the day's sjiort H. I). Rucker foolishly 
consenteel to give an exhibition lialf 
during the afternoon, despite the fact 
tlial he is still under tlie tloctor'scare in 
consequence of injuries received a month 
ago.
